This report has been prepared to serve two needs: first, to have the data
most frequently requested by other agencies readily available for
distribution and, second, to provide a convenient source of historical
reference material for use by Department staff and the Transpaortation
Commissioners.
The Annual Statistical Summary does not include report detail. Itis
limited to data of general interest and, which experience has shown. to be
most in demand.
Amounts shown in the tables, figures, appendices and text which refer to
Utah State’s Fiscal Year 2001 are for the period beginning July 1, 2000
and ending June 30, 2001. Historical information refers to pravious
calendar or state fiscal year data as indicated.

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STATISTICAL SUMMARY

Transportation Systems

Utah's highway mileage statewide is 41,341.6 miles. This represents mileage
that, as of December 31, 2000, is open to the public and maintained by a government
agency. Mileage on the State System totals 5,855 miles. County mileage amounts to
23,173.5 and city mileage totals 8,377.5. Roads serving areas owned by the Federal
government totals 3,835.6 miles.

A detailed stratification of total mileage by system, political jurisdiction and
surface type is provided in Appendix A of this report. Also, mileage categorized by
political jurisdiction and functional classification is found in Appendix B.

As outlined in Figure I, Vehicle Miles of Travel (VMT) increased by 2.87 percent

from 21.87 billion in calendar year 1999 to 22.52 billion in 2000. Comparing usage with
total highway mileage, the State Highway System serves approximately 70 percent of
the total annual travel on 14 percent of the mileage. City highways accommaodate 22
percent of the annual travel on 20 percent of the mileage, and county roads serve 8
percent of the travel on 56 percent of the total mileage. Additional notations below the
graph explain daily vehicle loads on the Interstate system and include truck VMT.
Figure Il illustrates the change in Traffic Trends on Utah's highways between
calendar years 1990 and 2000. In the last year, the number of deaths increased by 3.5
percent from 360 to 373. Injuries were up from 29,960 to 30,460. Accidents rose
slightly from 52,800 to 53,150, an increase of .66 percent. The death rate changed in
2000 to 1.66 deaths per 100 million vehicle miles of travel. Over the last decade the
death rate has declined on Utah's highways showing an overall reduction of 12.1
percent. This long-term decline, in light of substantial travel and population growth, is
attributable to a number of factors. To a large extent, however, the reduction is still due
to two primary factors. The first factor is the growth and maintenance of the Interstate
System, which by all measurements, is a safer more efficient transportation facility than
conventional highways. The second factor is the mandatory use of seat belts combined
with the installation of airbags and other safsty features in today's automobiles.
Associated with the volume of travel on a highway system is the roadway
Surface Type needed to provide an adequate level of service. As illustrated by Figurs
Ill, about 99 percent of the surfaces on the State Highway System are paved showing
similar totals as last year. Of the combined totals of State, City, and County roads in

Figure IV, 50 percent are bituminous or higher-grade surfaces.
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Figure V indicates what is happening to the ride quality of Utah's non-interstate
highway system. The Ride Index is a numerical rating ranging from very poor (1) to very
good (5), depending on pavement roughness or ride quality and has shown little change
over the last decade holding near a level 3. Recent Roadway Condition surface tests

indicate a slight drop of road mileage in good condition. Tests made in 2000 indicate a
decline to 21 percent. Pavement mileage in fair condition, however, shows an increase
to 41 percent. The combined results of pavement conditions testing, reflects an overall

trend of improvement in roadway condition over the last ten years.

Transportation Fuel Use

Figure VI illustrates Fuel Consumption patterns based on taxable gallons sold

each fiscal year of gasoline, special fuels (diesel) and aviation fuel. Taxable gallons are
determined by dividing the revenues collected by the appropriate tax rate for each
period.

The current State tax rate for Gasoline is 24.5 cents per gallon. Consumption of
taxable gallons this fiscal period decreased by 3.6 percent from 969.7 million gallons in
2000 to 936.4 million gallons in 2001. The decrease in revenue collected may have
been partly due to a 9 million dollar refund paid by the tax commission to a major ol
company to correct an error made over the span of several years. The actual volume
reported to FHWA also showed a decrease of 22.8 million gallons compared to the total
reported in Fiscal 2000.

Special fuel usage, however, experienced growth. The current State tax rate is
24.5 cents per gallon and shows consumption is up by 5.27 percent with revenue reports
showing 312.6 millicn gallons in 2000 compared to 330 million gallons in 2001.

The State tax rate for Aviation Fuel in Fiscal 2001 is 8 cents per gallon for non-
federally certificated air carriers and 4 cents per gallon for federally certificated air
carriers. Aviation fuel usage is an indication of activity both at the Salt Lake City

International Airport, and the local airports around the state.

Table 1 displays the nine current sources of revenue comprising total State
Highway User receipts (Transportation Fund) and their respective growth rates between
fiscal years 2000 and 2001.

Motor fuel tax receipts in fiscal year 2001 show a decline of 3.4%. Although the
State's economy remained strong during this fiscal period, higher prices at the pump
may have contributed to a lower consumption rate. Again, similar to last year, reports (1
are showing the demand for refined fuel in Utah to be higher than supply can satisfy.
This factor is a likely contributor to high gasoline prices.

Special (diesel) fuel tax collections increased by 5.6% over fiscal 2001 partially
due to past legislative action. On July 1, 1997 the tax collection point was moved from
the retail level to the refinery level. This move has helped in reducing tax evasion and
since then receipts have grown significantly.

The distribution of state highway user taxes and fees is shown in Table 2. Of the
$365.3 million collected in fiscal year 2001, approximately $11 million was allocated to
other state agencies. The State Highway Patrol received $5.5 million for the
enforcement of traffic laws on state highways, Finance in the Department of
Administrative Services received $450,000 and the State Tax Commission received $4.9
million. The State Department of Community and Economic Development was allocated
$118,000 for the promotion of tourism in Utah. In accordance with state law, 75% of the
fund balance was expended by UDOT. The remaining 25% of the fund was allocated to
the B & C Roads Account for disbursement to counties for “B” class and cities for “C”
class roadway construction and maintenance expenditures.

A history of B&C Fund, state highway user taxes and fees is provided in Table 3.
The history begins in 1977 when receipts amounted to $69.3 million and the allocation to
cities and counties were $11.6 million. Since then, receipts have grown to $365.3
million and funds allocated to cities and counties reached $104.9 million in fiscal 2001.

Highway User Funds distributed through the B and C formula during Fiscal 2001
are shown in the Appendix C of this report. Table 4 provides the split between cities and
counties of the 2001 allocation, and Table 5 indicates the history of allocations to the B
and C Account over the past forty years.

Allocations to cities and counties through the B & C Account decreased slightly
showing a $3.2 million change down to $104.9 million in fiscal year 2001.

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The B&C Accounl is comprised of three revenue sources. The most significant
source is the 25% allocation of state highway user taxes and fees amounting to $87.2
million, which had an overall decrease of 1.2%. The second source of funds is the 1/16
percent state sales tax of $16.9 million showing a decrease, compared to fiscal 2000, of
approximately $400,000. The third source of revenue is from fines levied on overweight
trucks, which amounted to $343,965 this year, up slightly from fiscal 2000.

Table 6 indicates the distribution of Aeronautics revenue. In fiscal year 2001,
$8.6 million was collected from tax on aviation fuel, and $880,357 was collected from
license and rental fees involving transportation services provided by the Aeronautical
Division to other state agencies. Sixty nine percent of the fuel tax revenue was returned
to the airports from where the taxes were collected. The remaining thirty one percent.
plus other aviation revenue, was used by the Division of Aeronautics for administration,
planning, and grants to local sponsors for airport improvements.

Table 7 provides a summary of city and town street fund revenue and
expenditures for 2000. Table 8 provides a similar analysis for the county road funds.
Figures VIl and VIl indicate the relative significance of the various revenue sources and
expenditures as they concern city and county funds. It is important to emphasize that
these are estimates of city and county streets and road funds based on information
collected by the University of Utah. Year 2000 financial data was available in most
categories, however, payments between local entities and income on investments were
based on past year's estimales.

Listed in Table 9 is Utah's fiscal year 2001 apportionment under the new Federal
Transportation Act. The new Act, which began October 1, 1997, is referred to as the
“Transportation Equity Act for the 21st Century” (TEA-21). In fiscal 2001, the
apportionment totaled $237.5 million, which is an increase from last year's
apportionment of $231.6 million. The growth is due mosily to the increase in Interstate
Maintenance Funds, National Highway System Funds, Bridge Replacement Funds, and
funding for projects in the urbanized aresas.

Table 10 provides a detailed breakdown of the various calegories of Federal-Aid
programs and their status as of June 30, 2001, and Table 11 provides a listing of
Federal Trust Funds Obligated by State Fiscal Year. Tables 11-A through 11-J provide
an annual history of Federal-Aid funds obligated by the Department.

A Project Spotlight section follows after page 32. This section provides some
interesting facts and photos of the newly reconstructed I-15 freeway in the Salt Lake City
Metropaolitan Area. The grand re-opening of this 17-mile section occurred in May of
2001,

Utilization of the Design-Build Concept

Built during the early 1960s, the 17-mile Wasatch Front portion of Interstate 15
efficiently accommodated the transportation needs of Salt Lake City commuters and
interstate travelers for nearly three decades. The freeway was designed to serve a
population of less than a million people, a benchmark that was surpassed in the early
1980s as Utah’s population began to explode.

By 1996, statewide population reached 2 million with more than half living along the
Wasatch Front. Utah’s economy was booming as well, bringing in more commerce,
jobs and trucks. Before long the crush of personal and commercial traffic maximized |-
13’s already overtaxed lanes and ramps, creating serious congestion problems. A
study by several government agencies determined that the reconstruction and
expansion of I-15 through the Salt Lake Valley was critical to dealing with Utah's
transportation issues now and in the future.

By any measure, it was a daunting undertaking to demolish, redesign and rebuild 17
miles of interstate freeway in the heart of a major metropolitan area. For Salt Lake
City’s I-15 reconstruction project, early projections indicated the task would require at
least 10 years and billions of dollars to complete. A majority of citizens and community
officials indicated they would rather put up with greater inconvenience if it meant the
freeway could be completed in a shorter time frame. This became even more critical
with news that Salt Lake City had been awarded the 2002 Winter Olympic Games,
which would bring an estimated one million visitors to the Salt Lake Valley.

As alternatives to a traditional construction schedule were explored, it was determined
that the best way to accomplish the reconstruction of I1-15 in an accelerated,
economical manner was to use “design-build.” a revolutionary concept in highway
construction in which the design and construction phases occur almost simultaneously,

Thanks to the hard, innovative work of Wasatch Constructors, UDOT's effective
oversight and four remarkably mild winters, the project is now complete — on time,
slightly under budget and well before the scheduled start of the 2002 Winter Olympics
in Salt Lake City. More than just an Olympic event, however, the newly reconstructed
freeway has been designed and built to serve Utah's transportation needs well into the
21 century.
